Meanwhile, Israel refuses to withdraw 
from the Gaza strip, which Egypt had 
fortified and used as a base for aggression 
‘against Israel with the Arab refugees as 
a front. Israel also delays withdrawal 
from the Gulf of Aqaba until the U.N. 
provides assurance the gulf will be kept 
open to sea commerce. Until Israel freed 
it, the Nasser government had artillery 
on islands owfted by Saudi Arabia and 
forbade the waterways to any ships not 
pleasing to Nasser. 

The latest development is Egypt 
has resumed receiving shipments of Com- 
munist arms. Russian ships have unloaded 
large cargoes “in great secrecy.”
